sev eral weeks ago an d recov ered Su n 
day . 
In complian ce with a proclarn » 
tion issu ed by May or Gray , of Con 
n ersv itle, all bu sin ess hou ses closed 
an d all the factories in the city su s 
pon ded 
operation s from 2 u n til 4 
o’clock. 
The serv ices were con du cted 
a t the Florea home u n der the au spices 
of the Elk Lodge, of which be was « 
member, an d more than 1000 people 
were in the cortege that Accompan ied 
the 
body to 
the cein eteiy . 
Mam 
people from Shelhy v ilie, New Castle. 
G reen sbu rg an d R n shv ille were in at 
ten dan ce. 
E dw ard Florea was 20 y ears old an d 
the on ly son of George C. Florea, 
presiden t of the F irst N ation al Ran k ol 
Oon n ersv ille. 
The con dition of F lorea’s body ai 
tim e it w'as fou n d, shows that it ha< 
probably ju st come to the su rface 
The body was fou n d by Dan iel Green , 
w ho was a cou sin to Florea by m a r 
riage. 
Su n day m orn in g Mr. Green said 
was a n ice day an d he believ ed he 
wou ld go an d look alon g the riv er for 
a while. 
Mr. Green liv es a little ov er 
a m ile below Alpin e, an d a short dis 
tan ce from the riv er. 
Goin g to tin 
riv er ban k he started u p stream. 
Hf 
walked alon g an d passed a place when 
sev eral trees frin ged the ban k u n dei 
which the w ater was perfectly still. 
As he looked down in to the w ater he 
saw som ethin g which he took to be a 
log. 
He tu rn ed aw ay to con tin u e his 
search u p the stream when lie saw 
som ethin g 
that 
startled him. 
Mr 
Green pu shed the trees aw ay in order 
to get in a position where he cou ld 
look straight down in the w ater’s edge. 
It was a ru bber boot stickin g ou t of 
the water. 
It was an <a y n i a t r then 
to trace the ou tlin es of a hu man body 
from w hat Mr. Green had fir.st thou ght 
was a log. 
Mr. Green had on e of the lon g poles 
w hich had been u sed in the search, 
w ith him at the time. 
He stu ck the 
hook in the clothin g an d tied the en d 
of the pole to a tree an d hu rried away 
for help an d to sen d the n ews to Oon 
n ersv illo. 
11« first wem to the home 
of W. H. Pike, a short distan ce away , 
from w'here he telephon ed the n ews to 
town . 
Green an d Pike then retu rn ed 
to the scen e of the discov ery to watch 
the remain s u n til help cou ld come to 
take proper care of them. 
The body laid in the w’ater, face 
dow n w ard. 
The head was poin tin g 
down stream. 
The back was ou t of 
the w ater an d when Green tin t saw 
it it was wet on top, which giv es color 
to the opin ion that it had j u s t raisi d

t’ho body was cov ered ¡with m u d on 
top an d this was ev iden ce that it had 
laid in on e place for a con siderable 
time. 
Florea’s wfctch had stopped at 
8 :8 0. 
The head was cov ered by the two 
coats Florea wore tu rn in g down ov er 
him. 
This is believ ed to hav e been 
the position he was in when he drown - 
jd an d the fact that the coats tu rn ed 
forward ov er his head is thou ght to 
iav e han dicapped him greatly an d did 
mu ch tow ard m akin g his desperate 
efforts to sav e himself fu tile. 
The place where the body was fou n d 
is abou t three miles, cr little mare 
from the place where the boat was 
fou n d, an d possibly fou r miles from 
the place where the acciden t occu rred. 
It is abou t a qu arter of a mile below 
the place where a cap, thou ght to hav e 
n een that worn by Fran cis John ston was 
fou n d. 
Abou t 150 feet u p the siream 
from the place is a deep hole. 
The 
water in this hole, which is ju st below 
a riffle, is estim ated at tw en ty feet in 
depth. 
The body is thou ght to hav e 
lodged in this hole a short tim e after 
the acciden t, possibly the same, an d i 
remain ed there u n til it raised a (lav 
or so ago, an d mov ed to the place 
where it was fou n d. 
In this hole may ' 
be fou n d the body of Fran cis John ston . 
The search for the body of John ston ! 
con tin u es. 
It is believ ed that it w ill 
su rely be fou n d an d tha t it is s t i l l ! 
somewhere in the w ater, an d n ot bu r­ 
ied in san d.

Osage Indians Are the Richest People ! 
in the World. 
W ashington. 
May 
22.—Outside of 
statehood, possibly the m ost im port­ 
ant legisla ion in which the Osage 
Indians of Indian T erritory are in ter­ 
ested has passed the house of repre­ 
sentatives. 
For years efforts have 
been m ade to segregate the lands of 
these Indians, but the Indians them ­ 
selves have been dilatory, and it was 
only recently th at the bill which has 
just passed was approved by them. 
The 
Osage Indians, some 1.800 in 
num ber, are the richest people In the 
world. 
They have $8,000,000 in the 
treasury. 
The bill just passed segre­ 
gates the fund to individuals and will 
give them $50 each per quarter as In­ 
terest. and in twenty-five years they 
art to receive the principal. 
In addi­ 
tion the lands of the Osages, about 
1,400,000 acres. Is to be allotted, which 
will give each m em ber of the tribe 
about 700 acres exclusive of the coal 
and oil lands, which are not to be 
alienated under the provisions of the 
bill for twenty-five years. Some of the 
Hchest coal and oil lands in the coun­ 
try are included within the Osage res 
ervation. according to a statem ent 
made by Mr. Zenor of Indiana, who 
succeeded in attaching an am endm ent 
to the bill th at the Indians m ust ra t­ 
ify the act before Dec. 1, 1906, by a 
m ajority of th e adult male m em bers 
of the tribe at either a general elec­ 
tion or at a special election called for 
the purpose.
